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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single 
paragraph on a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 150 words. It is important that 
the abstract not exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract 
on the computer tape used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology 
often used in patent claims, such as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The 
abstract should describe the disclosure sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether 
there is a need for consulting the full patent text for details. 



2. The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

3. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

4. Claims 7 and 1 8 are objected to under 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2, first paragraph, as failing 
to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter, which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application 
was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The specification does not disclose 
multiple limitations that are shown in claims 7 and 18. As an example, the specification 
does not disclose "a conversation part object including a conversation thread part that is 
capable of controlling the plurality of conversation threads". Figure 14 discloses halting 
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a thread but does not disclose, "resuming the plurality of conversation threads at the 
another message processor". Also, the specification does not support "sending the 
conversation part object through a network from the message process to another place 
in another message processor". Therefore claims 7 and 18 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 112, first paragraph. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

5. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

6. Claims 7 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Walsh, U.S. Patent No. 6,233,601. 

7. Regarding claim 7, Walsh discloses a message processing method for execution 
by a message processor, the method comprising the steps of: 

providing, in the message processor, a plurality of conversation threads and a 
conversation part object including a conversation thread part that is capable of 
controlling the plurality of conversation threads [ie. agent objects, Walsh, col. 3, lines 
20-54] ; 
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halting the plurality of conversation threads [Walsh, col. 2, lines 1-14 and col. 4, 
lines 47-57]; 

sending the conversation part object through a network from the message 
process to another place in another message processor [Walsh, col. 4, line 58 -col. 5, 
line 5]; and 

resuming the plurality of conversation threads at the another message processor 
[Walsh, col. 5, lines 1-36]. 

8. Regarding claim 18, claim 18 has similar limitations as claim 7. Therefore, the 
similar limitations are disclosed under Walsh for the same reasons set forth in the 
rejection of claim 7 [Supra 7].
